“chastening rod”, but who as 4 
Jonah of old or worse, “Cried by 
reason of their afflictions unto 
God”, “out of hell” and was 
heard and delivered and is out 
now endeayoring to make a 
three day journey in one day. 


This is the largest single cell 
prison in the United States of 
America. Some say the world 
there is over five thousand. Here, 
some are Bishop’s sons; District 
Superintendents, Elders and 
Pastor’s sons, and brothers and 
many whose wives, sisters, 
mothers and aunts are Evangelist 
Missionaries, State workers and 
so on, in the Church of God in 
Christ. Others who were raised 
up in the Church of God in 
Christ; together with some of 
the Assembly of God, 
Nazarene and Apostolic faith, 
got together and daily held 
services until we had so many it 
was against the rule to allow 
inmates to hold meetings of 
any kind in the yard, but the 
Lord is my secret judge, I didn’t 
know this when we started, 
because it was the third one 
we’ve had and really it was a 
wonderful work and blessing. As 
the scripture has said it, Romans 


- 8:28, “All things work together 


for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called 
according to His purpose. So 
being over the required amount 
twenty-five, we had over 
forty-five. We were informed 
if we could get an out side 
(free-world) Minister of our faith 
to come in, they would allow us 


to. hold. services. in. the. Chapel —_

And he agreed to come in and 
teach. Now this was the latter 
part of last year, some 7 or 8 
months ago. He comes in each 
Thursday at 12 p.m. until 4 p.m. 
Although we formerly had 
services each week day and two 
and three times on Saturday and 
Sundays we didn’t work, but 
Elder .Walker has 
been faithful to us. We are very 
grateful to him and thankful to 
God, as he does this without any 
pay or offerings, not even gas for 
the trip. We thank him, for the 
sacrifices he makes, even 
sometimes bringing in his 
musically inclined son, Johnny 
Walker, to play the een ae 
piano for us. 


So Sister Mason, you can see 
how the Lord has, “open the 
door” for the Church of Ged in 
Christ to hold bible classes here, 
which was once not allowed 
because they considered our 
section, “too emotional” and 
they claim they were afraid it 
would cause riots and,so forth. 
But many baseball and football 
come in from outside. Some 
three and four teams at a time 
and with junior leagues as young 
as 4 and 5 years old. Likewise 
“girlie” shows and so forth. But 
no females are allowed in for 
religious services, how dreadful. 
But we are pressing on the 
upward way, new heights we are 
gaining, and we thank God for 
how far he has brought us. 


But here is the “Macedonia Call 
and Cry”, Help! Help! Help! 
Since some are receiving the 
Holy Ghost and speaking in 
tongues they are being put in 


hospitals, isolations, psychiatric 


- Parole 


division and even sent to 
mentally ill hospitals. While 
others are being passed by or 
given “sets and flops’ by the 
Board and detained 
beyond their time or finance to 
protest these treatments. 


None of the Chaplains here 
believe in the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, especially speaking 
in tongues. Therefore it has 
become almost “taboo” for 
many to come to ‘our 
Pentecostal or Holiness services. 
We have one Jewish, one 
Catholic, one Baptist and one 
Methodist Chaplain. They are 
recommending their members or 
attendance up for Specials and 
Parole and they are getting them 
out. Now you know almost 
everyone want to get out of 
prison, so you see the contrast; 
our being “bugged”, detained 
and so forth. Their’s being given 
even positions, good jobs and 
one even made assistant pastor 
at a local Church and is able to 
go to school at the State’s 
expense.But as the scriptures say, 
Acts 28:22, “for as concerning 
this section (holiness) we know 
that everywhere it is spoken 
again”. But some of-us are like 
Daniel, we are determined we 
won't eat and defile ourself with 
the King’s meat, and we won "t 
pray to no other God, but the 
true and living God; for we not 
only believe he will deliver , but 
as the three Hebrew boys say, 
“Tf it be so our God whom we 
serve is “able,” but if not we #t 
not serve nor bow to no other 
God. Will you read what Paul 
wrote Timothy; 2 Timothy 
4:16-18. I quote verse 18; “And 
. was delivered out”. Verse 17; 


from every evil work and will 


preserve me unto his heavenly - 


kingdom, to whom be glory 
forever and ever Amen!

HEALED OF EPILEPSY 
TESTIMONY: 


I was never considered a strong 
person physically and was rather 
sheltered by my mother ever 
since childhood. At the age of 
13 a type of palsy crept into my 
life. My mother took me to 
many doctors and hospitals to 
find out why I passed out so 
often. Then a specialist analyzed 
my case as epilepsy. He told us 
there was no cure, and I would 
have to take medication the rest 
of my life. Also I was limited t in 
BY, petites: 


It was necessary for me to give 
up one of my jobs because of 


the seizures I suffered. On one 


occasion I almost lost my life 
because of them. I have fallen 
down steps, suffered second 
degree burns on my legs, and 
broke my glasses while wearing 
them all because of my illness. 


One time I tried going without 
the medication. At the beginning 
of the fifth day I blacked out at 
work and was taken to the 
hospital because of injuries. 
Then I was afraid because the 
doctor warned me I would be 
subject to more seizures if I 
didn’t take medicine. So I 
decided I would take it in the 
name of the Lord and be 
satisfied with the way I was, 


_ thinking it was the way I was 


meant to be. 


Sometimes I felt like a dope 
addict, having to have’ the 
medicine in order to make it. I 
was also taking pills for various 
things which the doctor 
thought might trigger the 
seizures. There were pills for 
nervous condition, fatigue, and 
other difficulties. To complicate 


things, I was told I shouldn’t 


miss meals, so I constantly ate. 


One of my frequent trips to the 
hospital was caused by an abcess 
in my side. I was pregnant with 
twins at the time. While on the 
operating table I suffered a 
seizure. My family was told I 
wouldn’t live, but God had 
different plans. 


Later I spent time in the 


_ psychiatric ward of a hospital, 


with the possibility of being sent 
to a larger institution. I was 
bitter toward the establishment 
there and life held a dim 


outlook. Often I lay awake at 
night crying. But my stay there 
finally reached a turning point. 


When I returned home, faith 
began to form in my heart. God 
met me, blessed me, and healed 
my body. He spoke these words 
to me, “Put your medicine in 
the drawer and just as you have 
done without it this day, do 
without it the next.”
